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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

Applicant is reminded of tine proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because "means". Correction is 
required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 94-97 and 99 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Japanese Patent JP 1 1 164630A to Maeda in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,488,508 to 
Heideman. 

Regarding Claims 94, 95, 96, Maeda teaches a floating habitat comprising a 
bottom mesh, a top mesh, buoyant growth medium (Maeda Fig.2 and 3 element #4

mesh top and mesh bottom; #5 growth medium natural spagmum); wherein the bottom 
mesh allows stems and roots to grow through it and contains the buoyant growth 
medium (Maeda Fig. 3). The natural spagmum taught by Maeda (Maeda #5) inherently 
has void spaces between each strand). 

Maeda teaches applying the floating habitat to a lake, but is silent on a source of 
compressed air. However, Heideman teaches a source of compressed air for lake 
applications (Heideman abstract, Fig. 2 and 6 #22 and Col. 1 line 5-19; applicant has 
not claimed how the two are structural used together). It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the teachings of Maeda with the teachings of 
Heideman at the time of the invention to raise fish and improve water quality as taught 
by Heideman. Maeda as modified by the teachings of Heideman is capable of 
performing the claimed functions: wherein the source of compressed air creates air 
bubbles that are sparged under the floating habitat; wherein a portion of the bubbles 
dissolves into water that fills the void space in the buoyant growth medium; wherein a 
portion of the bubbles is released through openings in the bottom mesh and top mesh 
into water surrounding the floating habitat; wherein a portion of the bubbles is released 
through tile top mesh into the atmosphere: wherein the buoyant growth medium 
supports vegetation; and wherein the sparging of air bubbles under the floating habitat 
minimizes ice damage and enhances growth of the vegetation supported by the buoyant 
growth medium. 

Regarding Claim 97, Maeda as modified teaches a natural growth material 
(Maeda #5 spagmum). 
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Regarding Claim 99, Maeda as modified teaches one or more plant growth 
enhancers (Maeda "water"). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 94-97 and 99 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
